21 SECTION 1. BE IT ENACTED BY THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY OF

14 @ (@) Notwithstanding the provisions of § 20 of Section 3 and § 16 of
15 Section 4 of Chapter 608 of the Acts of the General Assembly of 1976, tolls may be
16 continued to be charged on the John F. Kennedy Expressway and any project

17 constructed under the provisions of § 3 (bridge, tunnel, and motorway revenue bonds)
18 of Chapter 608 of the Acts of the Generad Assembly of 1976.

5 (© (@D} Except as otherwise provided in this subsection, the rentals, rates,
6 fees, tolls, and other charges and revenues are not subject to supervision or regulation
7 by any instrumentality, agency, or unit of this State or any of its political subdivisions.

8 2 This subtitle does not permit the exercise of any power or the
9 undertaking of any activity that would conflict with the provisions and limitations of
10 thefederal Urban Mass Transportation Act of 1964.

11 3 Tollsfor the use of the bridge carrying the John F. Kennedy Memoria
12 Highway over the Susquehanna River may not be less than the comparable tolls
13 charged for the use of the Susquehanna River Bridge.

14 4 AT LEAST 60 DAY S BEFORE FIXING OR REVISING TOLLS ON ANY PART
15 OF ANY TRANSPORTATION FACILITIES PROJECT, THE AUTHORITY SHALL PROVIDE, IN
16 ACCORDANCE WITH § 2-1246 OF THE STATE GOVERNMENT ARTICLE, TO THE SENATE

17 BUDGET AND TAXATION COMMITTEE, SENATE FINANCE COMMITTEE, HOUSE

18 APPROPRIATIONS COMMITTEE, AND HOUSE WAY S AND MEANS COMMITTEE

19 INFORMATION ON THE PROPOSED TOLL CHARGES, INCLUDING:

23 (5) NOTWITHSTANDING ANY OTHER PROVISION OF LAW, THE

24 AUTHORITY MAY NOT ESTABLISH AND FIX TOLLSON ANY PART OF A NEW
25 TRANSPORTATION FACILITIES PROJECT WITHOUT THE APPROVAL OF THE BOARD OF
26 PUBLIC WORKS.

27 SECTION 2. AND BE IT FURTHER ENACTED, That this Act shall take effect
